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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The application has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible typographical and grammatical errors. Applicant's cooperation 
is requested in correcting any errors of which he/she may become aware in the 
application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , line 6, it is unclear what is meant by "an event for altering or 
destroying..." Clarification is required. 

In claim 1, line 7, it is unclear what is meant by "supplying an input to said 
detector one or more event signals. . .". Clarification is required. 

In claim 1, line 12, it is unclear what is meant by "data corresponding to the or 
each sequence". Clarification is required. 

In claim 1 1 , lines 8-9, it is unclear what is meant by " provide as an input the 
detector one or more...". Clarification is required. 


Drawing Objections 
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The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
the event detector as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is 
essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the 
drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of 
an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in 
the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1,10, 11 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Poeppelman (US 6,617,985 B1). 

Poeppelman teaches in figure (2) an apparatus and method for the recovery of 
encoded data, the apparatus comprising: an analog-to-digital converter (204) for 
receiving an analog input signal and converting it into a digital signal; a detector (208) 
for producing sequences of data representative of said analog signal; an event detector 
and decoder (212) arranged to output data that include invalid sequences in a data 
stream representing said analog signal, wherein the detector (208) is coupled to the 
event detector/constraint decoder (212). 

Poeppelman does not specifically disclose a method of altering or destroying 
corrupted sequences of an input signal. However, the alteration or destruction of data 
deemed corrupted is a logical step in a data recovery system. Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
incorporate such a step into a data recovery system because this would yield a more 
complete system. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 3-9 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
